Thousands of them in America and in Europe have learned to shoot. The world 
hopes they may never be called upon to meet the ultimate sacrifice of courage, 
hut the spirit of willingness bespeaks eloquently the deep sincerity of their con- 
viction that the world should forever be made a better place to live in.

THE RED CROSS HAS HELPED WHERE GOV- 


ERNMENTS WERE HELPLESS. 


To Save the Wrecks of Humanity—To Fill the Hands Held Out to Us 


The avalanche of refugees that 


swept into Paris from the north of 
France had been the despair of the 
civil authorities. 
These homeless, 


stunned people were a new responsi- 
bility to be added to the thousands of 
wounded men that came steadily from 
the shambles of the west front 


Paris is an old city. It was not 


ready to take In its neighbors' chil- 
dren. Its population was already a 
tight fit So it made the best of its 
poor hospitality by offering up its gar- 
rets. iTew building construction seem- 
ed impossible. Men were scarce. The 
mechanic was either manning the 
trenches or fighting the fight In the 
war factories. Paris was distracted. 


It Is wonderful Indeed how nobly 


Paris tried to meet this condition. 
And it^s remarkable how Paris met it 
with the aid of our own Red Cross. 
Unhampered by red tape or precedent 
our Red Cross put on overalls and 
jumper, carried the hod, became archi- 
tect engineer and contractor and went 
Into the building of homes. Here was 
a church lot that lay vacant; here an 
unfinished hospital; there a worn out 


building, all of which In a fortnight 
were started on their way toward new 
apartments, rooms and sleeping, wards. 


We here at home who associate the 


great Red Cross movement with band- 
ages and white gowned nurses must 
lose this old Illusion, in the light of a 
thousand other works for humanity. 


In this case we see the Red Cross 


first as diplomats convincing the civil 
authorities of Paris as to their ability 
to remedy the situation, then as 
architects remodeling buildings, chang- 
ing building plans, hiring labor,gath- 
ered by themselves from the ex-sol- 
diery and the older man, all the while 
working under every Imaginable hand- 
icap, while Father Time cried, "Get it 
done, get It done." 


So out of the garrets came these de- 


spairing people to find new hope in 
clean homes, to get new cheer out of 
sheer bodily comfort and fresh cour- 
age to again take up the great trust 
that France has kept so well—"to car- 
ry on." 
It Is not strange that our 


French brothers believe in your own 
Red Cross just a little more- than you 
do. But should this be?

A MILLION DOLLARS 


He Got His Cup and Then 


Went on—to Death. 


Through the establishment of the 


line of communication -canteens in 
France the American Red Cross is set- 
ting records in serving hot coffee, co- 
coa and sandwiches to the troops. One 
of these refreshment units made an- 
other new record recently, serving 
more than 50,000 meals In one week. 
At another a cup of coffee was served 
every ten seconds for a period of two 
consecutive hours. 


In a single week these lines of com- 


munication canteens often serve 80,000 
American and French soldiers. 


Soldiers in Box Cars. 


Do our soldiers and their allies real- 


ly want tills form of Bed Cross serv- 
ice? A letter from a young American 
nvJ'if-nr, a 1017 Graduate of Princeton 
University, is probably typical. 
It 


might be added that this man has since 
been reported killed after bringing 
down a German Taube. "A 50 mile 
train ride over here," he said, "instead 
of taking a few hours may take days. 
When we stop at a Red Cross canteen 
you cnn bet that a cup of coffee tastes 
like a million dollars." 


It is not always possible for a regi- 


ment to provide sufficient food and hot 
coffee on these long journeys, where 
the men must often be packed stand- 
ing into unheated box cars ordinarily 
used for carrying horses. So imagine 
for yourself the warmth, the cheer, the 
comfort that piping hot coffee and 
good sandwiches bring to our boys aft- 
er a night on such a journey! You 
cnn just- fipt- thnt it stiffens a man's 
courage.

SUPPLYING FRENCH HOSPITALS. 


The Red Cross hospital supply serv- 


ice in France lias 16 warehouses filled 
with drugs, medicines, surgical instru- 
ments and dressings. It serves 3,423 
French military hospitals. 


We don't feel the war yet in my 


town. 
Oh, we took twice our allot- 


ment of the second Liberty ioan. And 
a good many of the boys have slipped 
away "(the mothers know about that). 
The stores are finding it pretty hard 
to make ends meet. \\ e get little 
sugar or coal. But \\e still have plen- 
ty of gasoline. Some of us are looking 
up summer cottages, just as in other 
years. 


Sometimes I think that our only 


point of contact with the truth is in 
the Red Cross rooms on Main sueet. 
The women crowd the place, very neat 
and trim in their white working uni- 
forms. I often wonder how many of 
them think—see clearly, I mean, with 
the flashing inner eye of imagination— 
that every one of the pads, tampons, 
applicators and "four-by-fours" they 
make there by the thousand is to touch 
a wound in the body, head or face of 
one of our American boys. 


A Garden in France. 


The difficulty is we can't think It 


Not quite. We still, any eveningTn 
the post office or Richardson's drug 
store, speak casually of this world 
crash as "a" or "the" war. As if it 
were just a war I 
We can't think 


that we are fighting not merely 
an army, not merely a people, but 
a concept that has colored and con- 
quered the mind of a people and that 
is deliberately designed to color and 
conquer the mind of the world. 


I think often of a garden in France. 


Outside our casement was a round 
•fnnnt-Bfn 
wifh a stone coping. 
The 


girls from the little school nest door 
played their singing games out there— 
"Sur le pent d'Avignon" and "Ah! 
mon beau Chateau." The tennis court 
beyond the hedge ^as gravel, with 
lines marked by red tiles sunk edge- 
wise Into the ground. Sometimes a 
ball fell against one of the tiles and 
bounced backward. The path that di- 
vided the court from the vegetable 
patch was shaded by apple trees train- 
ed like vines over a long trellis. The 
other .fruit trees were trained flat 
against the north wall, so that each 
apple and pear caught the sun foil and 
reddened there. 


From our casement, too, we looked 


out over fountain and hedge to the 
gray old city spread beneatU us like 
a relief map, the imge buff-gray cathe- 
dral with its incredibly beautiful rose 
window and its twin towers dominat- 
ing city and countryside. There was 
always a scaffolding about one tower, 
a reminder perhaps that you can hard- 
ly erpect such a structure to be com- 
pleted within a mere TOO years. It is 
an age old growth, that cathedral, a 
flowering of the spirit of n race that 
lives, toils and worships beauty. 


The Cathedral Still Stands. 


The Germans haven't reached my 


garden yet 
Not, tiiat is, in this war. 


They were there in '71. Nor have they 
reached the cathedral. Not yet The 
way lies through Paris and Orleans. 
. . . 1 close uiy eyes and try to im- 
agine It—the old city down there a 
smoking ruiu, iiie calLodra! £OL,e, tiie 
souls and bodies of those little singing 
girls I used to know destroyed by Ger- 
man soldiers. . . . That will mean, 
if it happens, that France has fallen. 
It will not happen, I think. Our boys 
will be standing directly in the way. 
They are going to try to stop the Ger- 
mans with their bodies. 


And so I think again of the Red 


Cross rooms on Alain street, where 
the flag flies that I see every day. 


We must fight to the death either 


over there or here. I, who am too old 
for the front lino, must at least help 
to protect that old cathedral or I shall 
find myself fighting to protect out 
Main street. 


But what little I can do must be 


dose through the Ro'i Cross. I must 
think of those wounds, of somebody 
from home Ijing out there in No Man's 
Land. It is something that the Red 
Cross will be there, everywhere, with 
stretchers and first aid and ambu- 
lances and evacuation hospitals and 
base hospitals. I must think, too, that 
U»e Red Cross is trying to reconstruct, 
now, a broken people. 


I must think of the cost of all this, 


the heavy, interminable cost of It And 
then, as I love the old cathedral and 
the singins little girls, who are young 
women now, and my own towrfhere, 
whence oar lot of the fighting boys are 
slipping quietly away, I must do what 
I can for the Red Cross.

In the interior of Australia, in the bush 


and desert districts, there are vast tracks 
of land where but few persons—even 
aborigines—live, j'et where many pass jn 
the journeys of commerce.

The 
disturbance of a tiny pebble on a rock is 
sufficient to lead them, while the im- 
print of a. shoe or of a toe on hard 
siound will cause them to describe not 
only what race of man Is fleeing from 
justice, but how old he is, what his 
physical condition Is, and how far tie 
has gone since he made the mark.

Highland • School Pupils Write to Tribune 


History of Our School 


About nine years ago Elmhurst was 


*-nf rf*n!+tt <;»Ti-Gniv sotted. 
Th^r** tca^ 


only one school building in the town. 
This school was situated on Jones avenue 
and was named after tha town, Etmhurst. 
Shortly, more people began to com* here 
and many settled on the outskirts of the 
town. 


Finally it was" necessary for a new 


school to be built. The Elmhurst school 
was so crowded that the authorities could 
not accept any more pupils. 
A tem- 


porary school was then started in an old 
bulldtns, prevjously used as a barn. This 
building stands on East Fourteenth'street 
between 
Eighty-ninth 
and 
Ninetieth 


avenues. 


Plans were later made to erect a new 


school house on A street between Eighty- 
fifth and Eighty-Sixth avenues. 
This 


building was dedicated on the eleventh 
of Xo\nnber, 
190S. The 
school 
was 


named aUer a. fciieuL luiineriy Call 
Highland avenue. "When the school was 
completed, there 
were six grades and 


seven teachers. 
Mr. Seamen was the 


first principal He was succeeded by Mr. 
Williams, who In turn was followed by 
Mrs. 
E. A. Wilson. 


When the pupils had finished the sixth 


grade, they had to transfer to the Elm- 
hurst or Lockwood schools in order to 
finish their grammar school education. 
This was very unhandy for some chil- 
dren that lived a great distance from 
thuse schools. 


Gradually more grades were added to 


the school and more teachers came. The 
school now has all the grades and sixteen 
grade teachers, eight of whom teach 
in the larse building and eight In the 
smaller building on the school grounds, 
also two special teachers, one in Domes- 
tic Science, and one In manual train- 
ins, a playground supervisor, and a 
teacher of instrumental music. 


The Board of Education hag also 


boug-ht two or three adjoining- lots and 
extended the playgrounds, upon which 
there is a good backstop, handball and 
basketball courts, soccer and baseball 
ground and gymnasium apparatus. 
' The Highland Mothers' Clifb was or- 
ganized during the school year (1912- 
1913) and this enthusiastic group of wom- 
en finally succeeded, in 1916, in persuad- 
ing the Board of Education to erect and 
equip a building for manual training and 


out, the girls In th« sewing classes have 
done their very best to work for the Red 
Cross Association. They have sewed five 
whole months for this purpose and hava 
done their work well. 


The school has also bought a fifty- 


dollar Liberty Eonfl, each pupil of tha 
school having contributed something for 
this purpose. 


All here in this school feel very grateful 


to our good teachers and especially our 
principal, Mrs. Wilson, who has worked 
here with us for four long years to get 
our school to the s'tandard which it now 
holds.

Iu Lane's honor Mezes gav e a 
dinner, at which one of the guests was Houston — one 
of toe others, by- the way. being Thomas TV. Oregon , 
now Attorney General. 
In the company were four

The application of the German Saving* aud Loan 


Societly to change its name, and the advertised re- 
ward offered by a large commercial house for the de- 
tection of the person or persons engaged iu circulat- 
ing injurious stories regarding its loyalty, are the 
most emphatic evidences yet afforded of a growing na- 
tional feeling. 
The bank is a very stable institution, 


having deposits in the sum of SfiO.OOO.OOO. 
The com- 


mercial lioiihe is presided over by men whose Ameri- 
canism has not been questioned in any legitimate 


way. 
Both have subscribed liberally to bond and 


other patriotic drives. 
But the sentiment that is 


adversely felt by institutions and 
establishments 


bearing German names is alarming some who are do- 
ing their boi to prove their patriotism, and it is real- 
ized that a particular di.-a!>i.cr to American arms or 
transports would give the trend such sudden impetus 
that might result iu unfortunate and regrettable con- 
sequences..

Budget-Making Season 


This is budget-making time at the City Hall. The 


auditor is required by law to make one, which was 
forthcoming two weeks ago ; but while the auditor is 
required to make one, the Board of Supervisors is not 
required to recognize it. It is a sort of Pickwickian 
provision and does not necessarily serve a purpose. 
However, on this occasion the supervisors seem to 
have borne it in mind, for iu figuring it out for them- 
selves they kept within hailing distance of the auditor's 
closely calculated figures. 
The auditor's budget is 


made up iu accordance with the national accounting

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every dollar is going indicated. The supervisors have 
gone by the lump-sum method. Their total estimate of 
funds required to run the city for a year is SI 6,166,060, 
while the auditor's is ?lo,721,T90. a difference of S444,- 
270. 
As this results very largely from including 


provisions for the Twin Peaks tunnel deficit, §170,000, 
the purchase of land to complete the civic center, 8120,- 
000, and a larger appropriation for a tubercolosis hos- 
pital, the result is so much less disastrous than it 
might be that the members would have some claim to 
get into -the Warren Hastings class if the performance 
of that historic personage was better understood. 
Story About Salaries 


The final adoption of the budget is not yet, how- 


ever. What has been done is only tentative. Final 
action may be delayed until June, when the law re- 
quires action. The board has raised salaries in all de- 
partments except the county clerk's. The reason there 
was no raise there is that the county clerk did not ask 
it. There is a rather interesting story in this connec- 
tion. Some of the clerks did not rank with correspond- 
ing clerks in other offices before. Xow, with other 
clerks being raised and themselves remaining station- 
ary, the difference is accentuated, in a recent contro- 
versy in the clerk's office over the discharge -of a 
clerk who, the ^to^ i=. would not conform in the matter 
of lying off a civil service examination to give favorites 
a walk-over, the clerks all stood in with testimony in 
favor of the principal, and the appealing man who had 
been dismissed found that he hadn't a chance. On the 
strength of that turn it was felt that the clerks would 
not be guilty of violent action if they sent a respectful 
delegation with a request for a raise of their salary. 
The summary way in which they were informed that 
there was nothing doing Is said to have considerably

.exercised them: though remembering what happened 
to the other man who questioned authority, they are 
not saying much. 
The Budget and Lemare 


In the budget making the much-vexed question of 


municipal music has been considered. The Board of 
Supervisors, in accordance with their general way, 
named the sum of S21.0"0 for the Auditorium fund. 
The Auditor named 89500, aud apportioned it — SGOOO 
for five janitors and watchmen, §1200 for an expert 
mechanic and S2400 for a superintendent. The differ- 
ence, §11.500, would a little more than pay Lemare's 
salary of §10,000 as organist for another year. So 
there is a possibility of the harmony uplift continuing, 
though it has been somewhat shaken by Supervisor 
Wolfe's .sfand. A resolution v/as passed at the last 
meeting approving the employment of the organist for 
the remainder of the fiscal year, apparently as tiie best 
way of straightening out the tangle in which his em- 
ployment is involved: but in voting for it Supervisor 
Wolfe gave notice that he was not in favor of hiring 
him aff<>r that time, indulging in a musical critique 
more ej igrnmuiatic than comforting to the artist, to 
the effort that lie is "an artistic sttccess, but financially 
a failure/' 
Anti- Vivisection Downed for a Time 


There was another crowded lobby at last Monday's 


mee-n'iiiT of the municipal board. The occasion was an 
auempt to revive action on the anti-vivisection ordi- 
nance. Supervisor Schmitz had changed his vote and 
pa<-n in/ii'-,* rhat he would move for a reconsideration. 
This brought out the proponents of the measure, but 
if also brought forth the medical profession, including 
tin: army surgeons. Evidently the profession was per- 
turbed over the possibilities, realizing that most any- 
thing could happen with Mich an agitation upon such

understood thai this was a matter that concerned the 
army — tu.-u it was of the nature of a war measure; and 
jii^t at this time such consideration has effect on any 
tirono-pd action.

Disagreement of Architects 


Willis Polk is in eruption, emitting flaming criticism 


and molten epigram anent the State building contro- 


- versy. This controversy may be understood, but it will 


do no harm to state it again. The city gave the State 
a site for a building in the civic center. A condition 
was not exacted that the building should conform 10 
the general architectural lines of the buildings ereck-d 
there by the city, it evidently not being supposed that 
any violation of the architectural harmonies would* be 
likely. But the design that came to be adopted offended 
so grievously that a vigorous protest was Jiuuie. T-..J 
matter being in the hands of the State architect, the 
city authorities could do little more than protest, which 
they did with such effect that to get the matter settled 
the proposition was made to submit it to the Commis- 
sion of Fine Arts at "Washington. That is not an 
official body created to referee such controversies, but 
it consented to help out in the interest of art. It is 
now claimed that the matter was got up 1o that body 
in an artful way, so that its decision ^ as as to par- 
ticular features that are not (he main ones in contro- 
versy; also that there was not a hearing at which the 
dissenting side could state its case. In short, that 
the controversy is still as far from settlement as ever. 
In very general terms, the points raised are that the 
design does noi conform in base or cornice lines with 
structures already facing the civic center. Polk's state- 
ment is that a building from such design would b? 
"an insolent intrusion that would mar the ultimate 
effect of the whole civic center." In the discussions 
that have characterized the controversy the Auditorium 
has come in for severe criticism, the dissimilarity of its 
architecture from the Library building being pointed 
out. As to this Polk declares that they conform in 
architectural lines, aud says: "Conceding that the 
Auditorium *nd the Library are bad. that is no reason 
why the State's building should be worse." Since the 
design was adopted and held up by this controversy 
the cost of construction has advanced 25 per cent. It 
would cost a quarter of a million more to erect the 
building now than it would have cost then; so that, be- 
sides furnishing a subject for architects to acrimon- 
iously discuss, the plans aud .specifications are not in 
a -way to be utilized at present. 
Railway Tracks to Hunter's Point 


There is a story of a man newly elected to a muni- 


cipal council going out to look over the bailiwick whose 
interests he had been chosen to guard, and of bis 
coming to a newly-paved street, and, remembering how 


here's some new pavement; let's tear it up!" Some of 
the property owners along the line of the boulevard to 
Hunter's Point may be in a mood to appreciate this 
story. The making, of ibis boulevard is about com- 
pleted. It was an extensive job. It involved the con- 
demning of property, the cutting down of hills, the 
filling of depressions and through its whole length of 
some two and one-quarter miles, expensive concrete 
paving. Now the extensive and expensive paving, being 
just done. Is to be torn up for the purpose of laying 
tracks to be utilized in the conveyance of material to 
the drydock region aud workmen to and from the scene 
of their activities. It is desirable that facilities bj 
afforded for the repair of ships to win the war, but 
some of the property owners affected are 1'eoling that 
providing it bears upon them unduly. 
Four-Track Perils 


Property owners, merchants and the general public 


are able to form some idea of the perils that will sur- 
round rhe pedestrian vvho essays to cross Market street 
when four ti-acks are in place through the busy section 
of that thoroughfare and cars are running on them. 
It is bad enough now. What with the varied aud dense 
volume of traffic that seeks it so persistently, and four 
car tracks, the mere matter of getting from one side to 
the other will be perplexing enough : but getting aboard 
any of the United 7?ail\vny cars, which will run on the 
inside tracks and comprehend the most important lines, 
will involve a reguiar iia.sii for life. TIiu sau/uT .s'Laiioii3 
will be no refuge for such passengers. They are outside 
the outer tracks, »nd while good for harboring those 
who board municipal cars, they cannot be relied on 
by those who have to travel by United "Railway lines. 
The inevitable is seen by many interested persons 
already, in making the gr^at thoroughfare a sort of 
deadline which many will not care to cross. 
Possible Question of Jurisdiction 


A question has arisen, and though it suggests cross- 


ing the stream before you get to it, there is some inter- 
estinc discussion over it. Tt is beginning to look ;;s 
though concrete ships will be a go. If they perform ;is- 
their inventors and advocajes hop" and predirr ihcr» 
will at once be created a new industry. The building 
of ships will involve the mortar mixer and the brother 
to the hod-carrier, rather than the man with the auz 
and caulking outfit. The question will be. tniucr which 
jurisdiction TV ill the shipbuilder then come — nnoVi- the 
building trades or the maritime organization* — under 
Maguire or McCarthy? This may not be so important 
to the great majority of people, because tl>e great ma- 
jority does not build ships, but it is a question thnt 
may be raised, and we all know bow such questions of 
jurisdiction ramify and sometimes distract. I heard av 
considerable and quite earned discussion of the ques- 
tion the other day, and the more I thought ;i over the 
more singularly important did it seem— in the event, of 
course, of the cement ship proving a success.

Wells' "The Call of Honor" that the 
temptation is strong to review tho 
book on the premises the author sets 
forth. 
It i.s, In a way, a disaiming 


introduction, for in It the writer clis- 
ciiiims any perfection of motor and 
asks not to be judg-ed for means but 
for tho ends. 


"We 
must 
remember," 
he 
says, 


"that languages "re means to an end, 
which is expression of thought, and 
not ends in themselves, however much 
the attempt hiay be made by some 
people to use them that way. 
Super- 


ficial writers I detest, and pedants I 
abhor, 
because 
superficiality 
is a 


cover to truth and pedantry a cover 
to superficiality. 
We should ulways 


keep our mind fixed on the enu and 
not on the means." 


Without seeking1 lo hold a bilef for 


the 
pedant, 
it 
would 
seem 
fan- 


enough, on these grounds, lo examine 
the means and ends of this poet. One 
tintls his book of poems little con- 
ceincd with metrical values and would 
infer the cause to be their weight of 
meaning that will 
not conform to 


poetic measure. 
It is for the reader 


lo decide out of his own reactions, it* 
tho poet conveys tiny such message, 
and for the pedant—-If you ploasc— 
to ciuarrel a bit with the writer over 
the means. 


An example of the confessed im- 


perfections of meter may bo quoted: 


"Hers was a widow's lot— 


As twenty years before 
Her husband had 
bravely marched 


away 
To the Spanish-American war." 


There 
are 
other 
poems 
more- 


smooth and many that may be called 
poems only because of the rhymed 
words al the ends of the lines. It is 
in the play "Mary Robine," in-which

most, instances of the failure of tho 
ends to justify the means.

drama, it may be. charged, and fairly, 
that it came for the sake of a rhyme. 
Heller to have dismissed (and is this 
pedantry?) Ihe rhyme altogelhor than 
to have produced an effect close to 
the ludicrous. Tho temptation for ono 
more quotations is irresistible: 


"Excuse me for laughing1. 
You could not 
Exterminate the whole lot 'T would

in New York since America entered 
the war.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 18.—In 
regard to the many rumors from 
abroad concerning the part the com- 
mon ordinary sea gull is represented 
as taking in the capture of the U- 
boats—following the underwater craft 
In Quest of food and "pointing them 
out" to our destroyers—listen to this 
story from FrWnk H. Stewartt presi- 
dent of the Ocean City, J\. J., Fishing 
Club, one of the largest on the -At- 
lantic coast: 


"Every gull on our coast Is an 


aviator in our defense and worth /al- 
most as much as a sailor for our pro- 
tection. You see, the gulls live chiefly 
on the fragments of fish left by-the 
hungry timers of the sea feeding on 
schooled fishes. 


"Every boy on the seashore knows 
that a diving, screechilng flock of 
gulls indicates a school of flsn. 


"Like an aviator, they can see be- 


low the surface, 
but they cannot 
reason that all things under the sur- 
face are not fish. They expect some- 
thing to appear on the surface of the 
water following a commotion under- 
neath. That something is food. 


"When gulls detect a submarine 


they follow it like a jschool of fish, 
and If this nation ever is attacked by 
the U-boats we shall bs sorry that 
we haven't ten gulls for every one we 
have now."

Whoever has been troubled over the question of

shown by the record which must hove been before 
tne wage commission.

The average coat of the neces- 


sities and normal comforts erf life combined is 
less than 100 per cent more than they were, not 
when the United States declared war, but four 
years ago. 
To put it another way, as closely as 


"may be approximated, the dollar of today 
buys 


about 55 cents of what it would buy 5n 1914. 
Tae 


rommission says that it buys today seventy-one 
p*er cent as much as it did on January 1, 1916. 


Granted, however, that the increase on account 


of the war has been a full 100 per cent, it is by no 
means an "unheard of Increase. 
On the contrary 


it is an extraordinarily small increase. The record 
of the war-time cost' of necessities in the Revolu- 
tionary war, the Civil Wrar, in the countries of Eu- 
rope during; the present conflict, constitute indis- 
putable proof of this statement 


In continuation, the railroad wage commission 


made this observation: "The requests which have 
come to us would, if fully granted, involve an ad- 
ditional outlay in wages of somewhat over §1,000,- 
000,000 a year in excess of the wage fund of last 
year, which exceeded two billions. Some asked for 
an increase of 100 per cent in their pay, and from 
this they graduated down to 10 percent" 


These totals, it is to be assumed, were derived 


from careful mathematical computations 
of the 


various individual unit requests. But the follow- 
ing comes from the clear sky of speculation, with- 
out any eo'id background:

eye for quartz equal to that of a pointer for snipe. 
When a prospector combines the deathless tenacity 
of the bulldog with the unequaled sagacity of the 
pointer, and when he loads his burro and starts 
across desert and mountain on a search for a quarto 
lode, he will follow up the float until he finds the 
lode, if the lode has anywhere poked its nose above 
the surface. A prospector will accept a grub stake 
and divide his "find" with you, but he will not pros- 
pect for wages. You can go into partnership with 
him, but you cannot hire him. 


In adjusting the terms of a partnership the value 


of the prospector's services Is not readily capable 
of measurement in dollars and cents. Some years 
ago an Eastern mining promoter agreed with a 
miner in Arizona that the former would place his 
opportunities of selling mines against the skill of 
the latter in finding them, that the cost of prospect- 
ing and locating — the "grub stake" — should be ad- 
vanced by the promoter and each should share

in price because of war conditions, the 
United States Tire Company points out 
that these high, war-time prices are sub- 
stantially less than tire users paid eight 
or nine years ago for tires which were In 
construction and materials much Inferior 
to the tires of today.

. mem of ine materials, and the process by 


which the treated materials are brought 


together Into th« final product. A great 
deal of progress has been made with re- 
spect tOieach one of these essentials. 


The materials which enter into the con- 


struction of plain-tread tires are rubber- 
compounding ingredients and cotton fab- 
rics 
Th« rubber—especial^ plantation 


rubber—is coming on the market In a 
much more uniform condition, which 
makes It possible for manufacturers to 
turn out a tire of more uniform quality. 
With respect to compounding ingredients, 
a number of new and better materials 
have been discovered. Cotton fabric is 
also greatly superior to that which was 
used in 1910, because better constructions 
of the fabric have been developed to suit 
the special needs of tires. 
In addition, 


these fabrics are now built according to 
very carefully drawn specifications, which 
are very restricted and Insure a uniform- 
ly high-grade material. 
The preliminary treatment of materials 


has been improved through the introduc- 
tion of superior methods of drying and 
mixing crude rubber and through the de- 
velopment of new methods of storing, 
drying and rubber-coating the cotton 
fabric. 
The processes of assembling th« dif- 


ferent parts of the article and of vulcan- 
izing the tires, have been so greatly im- 
proved slnco 1910, that the progress made 
might be considered revolutionary. Furth- 
er, labor-saving machinery end appli- 
ances have greatly aided In bringing 
down th« price of tires.

, Brass castings may be cleaned in an 
instant by dipping them In^o a solution of 


three parts of sulphuric acid and three 
parts nitric acid, to which after they hava 
been mixed, there has been added one 
quart of common salt, the whole being- 
stirred until the salt has dissolved. 
If 


this mixture is placed in an earthenware 
vessel, the brass castings can be dipped in 
it, removed immediately and rinsed ir, 
clear water. The castings can be made 
as bright as new by this method and little 
labor Is involved.

From 
the observations thus made. It is quite 
clear that future developmentss must be 
along the lines of lighter weight, greater 
flexibility and more economical opera- 
tion. The fact that direct air cooling is 
particularly adapted to these require- 
ments undoubtedly accounts for Its grow- 
ing popularity among European automo- 
bile engineers. 


"There are many feature* about the 


•ystem of dlr-eot air cooling that have 
tremendous appeal," says Kahrs, "but 
none are of more Importance- than the 
jreater simplicity and lighter weight 
possible with this type- of engine. In view 
of the difficulties encountered In getting 
•uffidently large quantities of gasoline 
and tires to Europe. It Is Imperative that 
cars be used which make the most of 
what can It* had. And the air-cooled 
type gives splendid results In this re- 
ipect, as can be shown right here In 
America with the Franklin 
air-cooled 


car, a number of which are. In operation 
In my country. 


"War has also disclosed how Im- 
pervious are air-cooled cars to th« ef- 
fects of extreme temperatures, both hot 
and cold, because with the elimination 
of water, is also removed the danger of 
freezing or over-heating-. That freezing 
Is a very serious condition will be recog- 
nized by the fact that there is a ruie In 
the French nrmy which goes Into effect 
each winter, demanding that all water 
be drawn from the radiators when cars 
are to stnnd idle for any length of time.

The best medium for washing a car is 


good automobile soap dissolved in a pail 
of water. Use a. soft carriage sponge and 
begin by flowing clear water in a gentle 


stream, which extends about six Inches 
from the end of the hose, over 
the 


wheels, chassis and fenders. This will 
remove most of the mud and dust. Then 
fit th» ollv and irreasy dirt with the 
soap solution, sopping It on freely. Go 
over the parts again with clear water 
and let them dry- 


In similar manner the dust should be 


flowed off the body with the hose, but 
no water should be put on the hood yet. 
Go over the body again with the hose 
and a wet sponge 
Squeeze the sponge 


dry and take up the surplus water In 
crovlces, etc. 
Then -net a chamois, 


wring it and wipe the body dry. Clean the 
hood by hand, using a little soap solution 
locally if there la any machine or road 
oil on It. Wash and dry it similarly to 
the method used on the body.

If an automobile driver gives a motor-

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Cylinder Forms Are Varied 


Among Modern Engines 


One of the most interesting of the parts *uaed to make the joint tight. From the 


New Westcott 


in the automobile engine of to- 


lay is the cylinder. Strangely enough in 
:im fundamental part, designers have 
.'oun<l an opportunity for developing al- 
most endless differences of opinion with 
respect to materials, shape, angle ot lo- 
cation, method of cooling, numbers, etc, 
It is this variety of type that makes it 
'worth study. 


"While the cylinder performs a passive 


fanction, so to speak, it must be assumed 
that it has a sinecure. While it does not 
move in performing its duties, its upper 
area must act as a combustion chamber 
and be subject to intense heat, it must 
house the valves, act as a guide for the 


for 


the mounting of the fan bracket, mani- 
folds and sometimes yl other parts. 


The major classification of cylinders is 


according to their shape, which deter- 
mines to a. large eMein 
tion. The ordinary forms are the L-head, 
the T-head. the valve in the head and 
the sleeve val.e or Knight type. The 
other types, rotary, revolving cylinder, 
etc., are not in use in modern automo- 
bile pcmer plants and so do not interest 
us at present. The first two types have 
obvious names 
Tho L-head when seen 


in the T-head section looks like an in- 
verted L. In the T-head a. section is like 
the letter T 
In the T-head engine the 


inlet and e.\hause valves are located at 
opposide sides of the cylinder. This ne- 
cessitates the use of two camshafts, one 
tor the inlet vahes, the other for the ex- 
5aust valves. In the engine which has 
he valves located In the head ot the cyl- 
nder. the valves are operated through 
rods and rocker arms, or else an over- 
head camshaft is used. The sleeve valve 
engine employs sliding sleeves vritb. ap- 
propriately located ports to let the fuel 
11 and the exhause gases out, instead 
a* the familiar poppet valves. 


These are tha fundamentally different 


classes, but there are mipor variations, 
which p&rmit of still more detailed group- 
ings. An instance ia found in an engine 
embodying tho Ii-head cylinder, m •which 
one set of valves is located in the usual 
place in the side. The other valves, how- 
ever, are placed directly in the head and 
are operated by iQds with rocker arms as 
in the ordinary type of valve-in-head 
power plant. 


In the vahe-in-head engine, there are 


a number of different methods of placing 
the valves. 
Sometimes these are plac«d 


directly , above, opening dov>n vertically 
in the combustion chamber. Again they 
may be placed horizontally in the cylin- 
der liead. In other cases the valves may 
be located in the head at an angle from 
the -vertical. 


One of the fundamental problems con- 


fronting the designer of a cylinder Is to 
keep the combustion chamber as nearly 
spherical as possible, in order to reduce 
to the last degree the heat loss through, 
the •vra'ls; for be it remembered that heat 
is power and ijood design retains all the 
heat consonant with safe operation. Ob- 
viously the L-head and T-head types of 
cylinders approach this desired sphericity 
only approximately. The valve-head cyl- | 
inder and the sliding sleeve type on the| 
other hand, achieve an approximate ap-' 
proach to perfection in this respect. The 
elimination of the pockets in the combus- 
tion chamber of the engine contributes 
to exactness of combustion chamber vol- 
ume. 


There is a general impression that the 


shape of the cylinder and ,the compara- 
tive location of the valves', control the 
power output of the engine. This Is true

ready access to the interior of the engine 
for grinding valves, removing carbon, etc. 


It 11 a very common practice to cast the 


cylinder block Intergral with the upper 
half and low priced case, particularly in 
the medium and low priced car classes, 
and even in some of the more expensive 
znakea. This construction gives a very 
rigid crank case and has other advan- 
tages. 
Another development of recent 


years is the practice of casting the inlet 
and exhaust manifolds !n the cylinder 
b'ock. This not only simplifies tho design 
over the old method ot bolting on out- 
side passages, but tends to heat the fuel 
on its way to the combustion chamber, a 
decided necessity in these days of low 
grade gasoline. 


Will special piston rings stop leaking' 


of oil in most'cases? How many do you 
have to put on a piston and -will it help 
to put tnem on if the cylinder is worn 
out of shape?—V. A. Waldeck. 


If the cylinder Is worn oval the rings 


will help a little. There are some very 
good special rings on the market, but 
I should make sure that the oil pumping 
is due to poor rings. One on each piston 
will do, if th» condition Is not very 
serious.

The materials used In cylinder con- 


struction today are gray iron, steel, semi- 
steel and aluminum. Gray iron Js by far 
the dominant material in this field. The 
reasons for this are not only the general 
satisfaction given by the metal, but its 
relative cheapness as compared with its 
rivals 
Steel is so expensive that it can 


be used on only the highest priced en- 
gines and at the present aluminum Is in 
much the same boat After the war when 
the price of aluminum drops again, this 
material may begin registering gains. 


The problem of grouping' the cylinders 


tWA been solved in almost as many -ways 
B8 there are cylinders in automobile use. 
It used to be the custom to cast each ,cyl-1 
inder separatelv or cast two together, but I 
this is no longer tha case. 
Cylinders; 


are still cast in pairs, that Is, two ofl 
them are Integral_and these pairs are 
bolted together to form the engine unit, 
but it is getting to be the accepted prac- 
tice to ca*t four cylinder engines in blocks 
andsliei nrp handled in the same war. 
Eights and twelves usually embody blocks 
of fours or sixes, though even these may 
be cast in single blocks The block cast- 
ing has won its way into favor during 
the past few years because of its cheap- 
ness and also because it has the positive 
merit of rigidity. 


Cylinders may be still further classified 
in accordance with whether they have 
fixed or removaole heads 
In the remov- 


able head type, this -oart Is detachable 
ana Is held in place at the top of the cyl- 
Inders by means of bolts, a gasket being 


lubricant> At 
present time the only 


guide In this matter is the operator's 
own, judgment, although a hydrometer 
will often determine this point accur- 
ately. 


Simply to drain out the old oil and put 


in new will complete only half the work. 
The engine should be thoroughly washed 
out with kerosene. Days and days of 


matter which remains behind, when the 
dirty oil is removed, to contaminate the 
clean oil. This sediment consists of par- 
ticles of metal chipped and worn from 
the rubbing engine surfaces, and dust 
from the road. Naturally such foreign 
matter does not have a good effect upon 
the engine, and the less there Is of it 
and the sooner it is removed, the better. 


A gallon or so of'kerosene should be 


put in 
engine operated at a moderate speed for 
about three minutes. 
Then the dirty 


liquid should be withdrawn and clean oil 
put in. Before doing the latter, remem- 
ber to put back the drain plug.—Motor 
Life llagazine.

"A serious crisis confronts all In- 
dustries on the Pacific Coast due to 
a shortage of fuel oil. According to 
the figures furnished by the Pacific 
Coast Petroleum War Service Com- 
mittee, tho total" available fuel oil in 
storage at the present time is 19,000,-

The crop of famous Llvermore hay 


will be very'short this year and high 
prices will have to make up for the 
loss in quantity. The yield will not be 
more than one-half of the yield of 
last year, and that was not Quite up 
to average. This failure was due to 
the heavy north wind which blew al- 
most constantly from April 15 to 21. 
The light rainfall of the winter had 
left the pround In no condition to 
stand, so long a period ot north wind, 
and the young growth rapidly shriv- 
eled. On the San Jcfaquin side, around 
Tracy, Midway and Byron, the crop 
\\ ill be hardly a quarter of the regular 
size. On the Llvermore side conditions 
•nil! be a little better, as the more 
moist winds from the bay district 
saved the crop to some extent. But 
the crop of famous Llvermore-Alta- 
mont hay will be short this year. 


Cutting has already begun, particu- 


larly on the San Joaquin slopes, and 
any more rain would cause damage 
rather than be a benefit. 
The north wind on the dates men- 


tioned had a serious effect upon the 
grain crops as well as hay, and the 
grain crops will be small, even below 
half of the normal yield. The largest 
grain crop In the Livermore valley Is 
barley. 


Tho yield around Pleasanton and 
the Tassajara valley will be' better 
than in any part of this section. These 
two spots were not hit by the north 
wind as badly as other parts of the 
section, and with a little more rain 
would produce a full crop. The cool 
weather and fogs of the last week 
have helped a little, and the percent- 
age of yield will be very fair. 


As a whole the Llvermore valley 
section Trill have about one-half of 
last year's yield. 


The vineyards are looking well, and 


do not seem to have been Seriously 
affected by the light rainfall. 


There Is comparatively little fruit 
raised in this section.

Practical Scheme Offered for 


the Financing of a Company 
for the Construction of Both 
Homes and Workers' Hotel 


By O. W. DICKEST. 


The housing question as applied to 


Oakland has been the subject of much 
discussion of late, but all seem to oe 
agreed that certain lines of housing 
facilities are extremely short upon thii 
side of the bay, and that quite a con- 
siderable number of workers in Oak- 
land Industries are" commuting to and 
from San Francisco. With the re- 
markable growth of the east bay in- 
dustrial plants, extending far Into 
Contra Costa county and even to Val- 
lejo, there has arisen a demand for a 
certain class of homes. 
Private capital cannot he relied 


upon to provide the houses required. 
Money is scarce, building materials are 
high, workmen are hard to get. and 
building ventures are unusually haz- 
ardous. "We may get government aid, 
but that is extremely doubtful. We 
certainly cannot get such aid until 
we have made an honest attempt to 
meet conditions ourselves and have 
conclusively proved our inability to do 
GO without help fronv'the outside. 
HOUSING COMPANY NECESSARY. 


Thin problem should be met by the 
organization of a strong housing com- 
pany composed of representative men 
and subscribed to by the business men 
and women of Oakland generally. This 
is a community affair and should be 
met In a community way, as we are all 
vitally Interested not only In Oakland, 
but much more In our country's needs 
in the conduct of the war. Oakland 
can aid magnificently by producing 
ships and other necessities for Uncle 
Sam, 
or she can fall miserably and 


ollATr rtt>>»-r nnn«jf pltlPM to rlo th**1r dllt"* 
and get all the direct and indirect 
benefits. Her success or failure will 
hinge largely on how this housing 
shortage is met, 
The actual cash required for th» 


stockholders of such a company will 
not exceed 30 per cent of the total cost 
of land and improvements as land 
owners can be found who will take 
stock for the value of their land, and 
at least 50 per cent of the total value 
can be borrowed from the banks. 
Thus, if houses and lots average J3000, 
the cash required from stockholder! 
for each house would be about |900. 
and 1111 houses could be built with, a 
capital of $1,000,000. 


The houses thus provided ahould D« 


located within easy access of the ship- 
yards and other factories; should b'e 
of various types, some for renting and 
some for selling on easy terms, and 
should be designed to meet the need* 
of all classes of labor, from the man 
receiving $15 per week up to the man 
getting $40 per week. They could be 
built in groups, garden cky communi- 
ties or scattered. These hous.es should 
be primarily for married men and 
their families, but single men must 
also to provided for. This can be 
done through boarding houses or 
through large single men's hotels built 
and equipped on the principle of the 
famous Mills House In New York City. 


WORKIXGMIEN'S HOTEL. 


Such a hotel should be located near 


the center of the city within easy 
reach of the men and not far from 
the places of amusement It should 
be of fireproof and permanent con- 
struction, should contain about 500 
rooms and would cost about ?350,000, 
exclusive of the land. 


It Is possible that such a building 
might be erected by some individual 
Instead of by the housing company. It 
should 
contain 
small comfortable 
mr", with rentrallv Inrated toilets 


and baths, large home-like lounging, 
reading and writing rooms, billiard 
and poolroom, card rooms, etc., and 
such conveniences as restaurant, bar- 
ber shop and news and tobacco stand.

But the Master Bakers' Association 
has united to do their part in the win- 
ning: of the war and they are working 
every day to meet the requests of the 
Food Administration. The bakers do 
not want the government requests to 
turn into orders/Nbut in this they have 
got to have the support of the pub- 
lic. All of their experimenting with 
wheatless loaves will avail little unless 
the public supports' them in their 
work of rer.I patriotism. 


••A wheatless loaf without customers 


will not accomplish the object desired 
by the government. 


It must be remembered tlrnt all of 
these experiments were conducted at. 
the request of the Federal govern- 
ment, and that in making wheatless 


the requests of the Food Administra- 
tion.

2. loaf la not yet a necessity, It Is a 
matter of patriotic duty, and the bak- 
ers of this side of the bay determinea 
lo work with Mr. Bell in" the produc- 
tion of such a loaf, hoping that tlfe 
consumers of tha East Bay District 
would meet them a part of the way. 
"ith the Food Administration and the 
bakers working in • perfect accord it 
remains only for the public to do Its 
bit. and its' bit is going- to be a vary 
important one. 


That the matter may be thoroughly 
understood and no mistakes, the con- 
dition today is that bakers are putting 
out a loaf of bread containing i5 per 
cent pure wheat flour and 25 per cent 
of substitutes. 
No orders have yet 


been issued, and neither tho bakers 
nor the Food Administration want it 
to come to orders, but It Is probable 
that a half and half loaf will be de- 
cided upon In the future. 


But pending that time ti_e bakers
